Sears’ 122 Word 
Will Disposes of 
$17,500,000 Estate 


Lafe Founder of Big Mail 
Order House Leaves 
All Property to His 

‘Widow. — 


One hundred and twenty-two words and 
each word worth $148,442.62. 

That is the length and worth of the will 
of the late Richard W. Sears, founder of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., who died last 
month on his country estate at Wauke- 
sha, Wis. For conciseness and brevity 
the will establishes a record. It disposes 
of an estate of $17,500,000, 

Mrs, Anna L. Sears, the widow, is named 
sole beneficiary and executrix of the es- 
tate. The brief document, one smal! sheet 
of paper, was filed for probate yesterday 
in the County court at Waukegan, Iii, 
Judge Charies 8. Cutting represented Mrs, 
Sears at the proceeding. 


Here Is Will, 
The will, which was drawn up in Chi- 
cago on Nov. 18, 1911, follows; 

All of my estate, both real and per- 
sonal, wheresoever it may be at the 
time of my decease, and all rights, 
claims, and property, real, personal or 
mixed, and whether now held or here- 
after obtained by me, I do give, devise, 
and bequeath to my wife, Anna L. 
Sears of Chicago, Hll., absolutely, and I 
do hereby appoint her sole executrix of 
this, my will, and I will direct that she 

- be exempt from giving any surety or 
sureties on her official bond as execu- 
trix, and it is my will that no bond or 
other securities or indemnities be re- 
quired of her for the faithful perform- 
ance of her duties hereunder, either 
through any court proceedings or 
under any present or future law. 


Witnesses of Will. 

The document was witnessed by Arnold 
J. Lethan-and E. T. Boland. 

It was stated in court that the estate 
comprised $14,000,000 in personal prop- 
erty and $3,600,000 in real estate. Accord- 
ing to the law, the bond of executor or 
executrix must be twice the amount of 
the personal property. Therefore Mrs. 
Sears signed a bond for $28,000,000, for 
which she was not compelled to provide 
suréty, according to the terms of the will. 

The simplicity of Mr. Sears’ will is 
typical of the simplicity and unostenta- 
tiousness of hig life. He was born in Min- 
neapolis in 1863, and began his career as 


a telegraph operator at Redwood Falls, 


Minn. He organized Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. in Minneapolis in 1800, and trans- 
ferred the business to Chicago in 1905. 
He retired from business in 1908 at the age 
of 4. At that time, it was estimated, he 
was worth $25,000,000, He announced 
that he intended to devote the rest of his 
life to his wife and four children on his 
model farm at Gray's Lake, Til,

SECRET $25,000,000 TRAIN 
GOES THROUGH CHICAGO. 


Guarded in Three Steel Cars by 
Thirty Trusted Men—Arrives at 
. New York and Boston. 


A $25,000,000 train stopped in Chicago 
on Sunday for exactly forty-five minutes. 
It came unannounced and went away un- 
noticed except by a few high officials of 
the American Express company, Yester- 
day, after William Gourlay, assistant to 
the vice president of the company, re- 
ceived telegrame from New York and 
Boston, telling of the safe arrival of the 
shipments, the story of the fabulous 
transcontinental shipment was mede pub- 
lic.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Berlin and Paris 
tonight admitted that the changes along 
the long battle line had been slight.

- is apparent from these reports that the 
gains of each side inone locality are offset 
by losses in another. 

The German official statement says 
further advances have been made by the 
kaiser’s troops near Ypres, and that Mes- 
sines has been recaptured. It alsoclaims 
some gains in the Argonne region. 

The statement issued in Paris says the 
French have advamced between Dixmude 
and the Lys river, and that German as- 
saults near Arras, Lihons, and Le Ques- 
noy-en-Sauterre failed. Progress for the 
allies in the vicinity of Soissons is claimed 
and a German attack on the River Aisne 
failed. The German artillery which bom- 
barded St. Die is said to have been driven 
back. 


Battle Center Further South. 

The floods, the Belgian army, and the 
British fleet having barred their way 
southwestward along the coast the Ger- 
Mans are now striking on a line stretch- 
ing from Ypres, in Belgium, to La Bassee, 
farther south, in France, but seemingly 
with no more success. 
The stubbornness of the fighting along 
this line may be gathered from the fact 
that the town of Messines, which the 
Germans now occupy, has been taken and 
retaken no less than four times since last 
Saturday, each time with enormous losses 
in killed or wounded. 
The belief is growing here, and it also 
has been expressed by those returning 
from Belgium, that the Germans are 
making a last effort to get through to 
the coast and that if it fails they will fall 
back to positions which they have pre- 
pared in central Belgium. 


Germans Well Pleased. 
A dispatch from Berlin received tonight 
by the Marconi Wireless Telegraph com- 
pany said: 
“The progress of the battle along the 
northern French front is regarded as 
tighly favorable. A report thet the 
French have been thrown back across the 
Aisne at a point near Soissons and that 
the operations have extended to the east- 
ern front around Verdun is considered 
the best news received from the front 
for some time. 
‘Letters from the front describe the 
fighting between Nieuport and Ypres as 
probably the fiercest that has occurred 
since the opening of the war. The Ger- 
mans are said to have forced their way 
southward by repeated night attacks. 
The toll of death on both sides is great.” 


City of Ghent Isolated? 
Unofficial messages are more hopeful 
for the allies. Oneof these messages says 
Ghent is isolated from communication. 
This dispatch was sent by messenger to 
Sluis, Holland, by American Consul Gen- 
eral Henry Albert Johnson. ° 
The dispatch added that the American 
consul general had ordered the consulate 
at Ostend closed and had gone to Ghent. 
“It is reported,” a dispatch to the Am- 
sterdam Telegraaf from Sluis says, “‘ that 
the allies yesterday occupied Leffinghe, 
on the Ostend-Nieuport canal, which, if 
true, means that the Germans suffered a 
heavy defeat.”

MADE WAR ZONE 


British Warn Trade Vessels 
Germans Have Mined 
Entire Area. 


O. K. CHANNEL ROUTE.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The entire North 
sea has been declared a military area 
and merchant vessels entering it will be 
exposed to the gravest dangers from the 
mines and from the warships which are 
searching vigilantly by night and day for 
suspicious craft. 

This action has been taken as a reply to 
the laying of mines by the Germans in 
the waters north of Ireland. 

The secretary of the admiralty tonight 
made the following announcement of the 
virtual closing of the North sea to traf- 
fic: 

“ During the last week the Germans 
have gcattered mines indiscriminately in 
the open sea on the main trade route from 
America to Liverpool via the north of Ire- 
land. 

** Peaceful merchant ships have already 
been blown up with loss of life by this 
agency. The White Star liner Olympic 
escaped disaster by pure good luck, and 
but for warnings given by British cruis- 
ers other British and neutral merchant 
and passenger vessels would have been 
destroyed. 


Masked as “Neutral” Ships. 
“These mines cannot have been laid 


by any German ship of war. They have | 


been laid by some merchant vessel fying 
a neutral flag, which has come along the 
trade route as if for purposes of peaceful 
commerce and, while profiting to the 
full by the immunity enjoyed by neutral 
merchant ships, has wantonly and reck- 
lessly endangered the lives of ail who 
travel the sea. 

* They therefore give notice that the 
whole of the North sea must be considered 
a military area. 

“ All merchant and fishing vessels of 
every description are hereby warned of 
the dangers they encounter by entering 
this area, exceptin strict accordance with 
admiralty directions. Every effort will 
be made to convey this warning to neutral 
countries and to vessels on the sea, but 
from the fifth of November onwards the 
admiralty announces that all ships pase- 
ing a line drawn from the northern point 
of the Hebrides through the Faroe islands 
to Iceland do so at their own peril. 


Channel Route Recommended. 

*“ Ships of all countries wishing to trade 
to and from Norway, the Baltic, Den- 
mark, and Holland are advised to come, if 
inward bound, by the English channel 
and the Straits of Dover. There they will 
be given ealling directions which will pass 
them eafely, so far as Great Britain is 
concerned, up the east coast of England 
to Farne island whence a safe route 
will, if possible, be given to Lindesnas 
lighthouse. 

*‘ From this point they should turn north 
or south, according to their destination, 
keeping ag near the coast as possible. 
The converse applies to vessels outward 
bound. 

‘By strict adherence to these routes 
the cémmerce of all countries will be 
able to reach its destination in safety, so 
fer as Great Britain ls concerned, but any 
straying, even for a few miles, from the 
course thus indicated may be followed 
by fatal consequences.”

Boston, Mass., Nov. 2.—Twenty princl- 
pals and seventy-five members of the cho- 
rus of the Metropolitan Opera company 
arrived from the European war zone by 
way of Naples on the steamer Canopic to- 
night.

BIG GERMAN SIEGE GUNS 
ON A NORTH SEA ISLAND. 


Huge Weapons-of Warfare Placed 
on Borkum Land at the Mouth of 
the Ems, London Hears. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—A Central News dis- 
patch from Amsterdam says that Ger- 
man 42 centimeter guns have been placed 
on Borkum island, in the North sea. 

Borkum island is the most southerly of 
a string of islands that skirt the German 
coast from Cuxhaven to the mouth of the 
Ems; these, with several islands owned 
by the Netherlands, constitute the Fri- 
sian group. 

The strategic value of Borkum iceland. 
which ia six miles in length and two miles 
wide, Hes in the fact that ft commands 
the estuary of the Ems and might per- 
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haps be used as a submarine base and also 
in the defense of East Frisiand, the dis- 
trict of Prussia which forme the north- 
westernmost corner of Hanover and o 
the German empire. 

German submerines are known to be 
operating along the southern shores of 
the North sea. 


NOBEL PRIZE TO HOLLAND. 


This Year’s Award, About $40,000, 
to Aid Netherlands in Sup- 


porting Belgian Refugees. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Nov. 2.— 
The Handelsblad of Amsterdam has pub- 
lished a report from Christiania, saying 
that the managers of the Nobel institute 
have decided to give this year’s peace 
prize, which amounts to about $40,000, to 
the Netherlands government, to be ap- 
plied toward the support of Belgian refu- 
gees in Holland. 
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PETROGRAD, Nov. 2.—The following 
report from the general staff of the Rus- 
sian commander in chief was made public 
here tonight: 

“On the front in Hast Prussia our 
troops have repulsed German attacks di- 
rected against Viadiziavoff, driven the 
enemy from the eastern edge of the Ro- 
minten forest, and advanced to the north 
of Lake Raigorod. 

“ Beyond the Vistula our troops con- 
tinue the offensive without being opposed. 
Only in the region of Opatow the Aus- 
trians attempted to resist us with con- 
siderable forces. They were repulsed. 
Beyond the Opatow river the Austrians 
hold a fortified position. 

‘In Galicia on the San river our troops 
entered the village of Nisko, where fierce 
fighting took place. On the rest of the 
front the situation is virtually un- 
changed,” 

Plan of Austro-German Retreat, 

The military correspondent of the 
Novoe Vremya, explaining the changing 
dispositions of the enemy's forces, says: 

“The Austrians are moving south and 
southwest toward the west Galician fron- 
tier and Cracow, while the Germans, re- 
treating from Warsaw, are falling back 
west and southwest toward the Silesian 
frontier. 

“ As the Russian troops from Warsaw 
and Novoe Georgiewsk follow the Ger- 
mans, the Russian East Prussia corps 
is moving in force on the regions north- 
west of Warsaw, covering Warsaw from 
the direction of Mlawa and occupying 
both banks of the Vistula below Warsaw. 

* German officers capturea near War- 
saw state that on account of the impas- 
sable condition of the rvads the Germans 
are following the double tracked rall- 
road from Warsaw to Czenstochowa 
through Skierniewice and Piotrkow. 

“The southern divisions are following 
the railway lines from Kielce toward 
Cracow, while the German extreme left, 
not in actual contact with the center but 
keeping.in communication with it by 
* fiying * cavalry divisions, is moving west 
toward Kaliss.”’ 


Germans Plan New Campaign. 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—Events in Poland 
would appear to be shaping themselves 
for a renewal of the fighting bet'ween the 
main forces of Russia and the Austro- 
German allies. 

The Austrians and the Germane have 
completed their retirement te new posi- 
tions previously selected by them. When 
the vanguarde of the Russiane who were 
following them came into touch with this 
new line there were several encounters in 
which the Russians were driven off. 

The Austrians in southern Galicia have 
succeeded in crushing back the Russian 
left flank, which for several days had 
been making a desperate stand in care- 
fully prepared positions between Turka 
and Stary-Sambor. 


KAISER PREDICTS VICTORY 
IN SPEECH TO SOLDIERS. 


Tells Brandenburg Regiment That 
Enemy Will Be Defeated Under 
All Circumstances. 


BERLIN, Nov. 2—In addressing the 
Brandenburg regiment in France recently, 
at a point behind the front, Emperor Wil- 
liam closed his speech with these words: 

“When the war is finished we should 
see each other again. Under all circum- 
stances the enemy will be beaten.”’ 

This information is conveyed in a letter 
received in Berlin from the front. 


SCOTCH TURN ON CARNEGIE. 


Mob Pelts Steel King’s Statue at 
Dunfermline Because of His 
Pro-German Stand. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—A dispatch to a news 
agency from Dunfermline, Scotland, gays 
that local sentiment against Andrew Car- 
negie because of his alleged pro-German 
attitude is so strong that the statue of 
Mr. Carnegie, which was erected by the 
ctizens of his native town last June, was 
pelted by a cowd.

Caraza Falls to Recognize 


Gutierrez, Named by the 
Peace Conference. 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 2.—Mexico today 
is a republic with two presidents, 

One of them, Eulalio Gutierrez, named 
late yesterday at the Aguas Calientes 
conference, was elected to serve only 
twenty days, said to be the shortest term 
of office in the history of any republic. 
’ The other, Venustiano Carranza, now 
in power at the national capital, has not 
recognized Gutierrez as supplanting him 
as the choice of the convention of chiefs 
which previously had retired Carranza 
and Villa. 

Evidences tonight pointed to a renewa? 
of actual conflict between the Carranza 
and Villa factions. Both sides were said 
to have begun movement of troops. 


Zapatistas Yet to Vote. 

The short term of office accorded to Gu- 
tlerrez wes out of consideration for the 
delegates of Gen. Zapata, the southern 
chieftain, who had no vote in the con- 
vention for lack of authorization from 
their chief. Within the twenty days al- 
lotted it was expected that Zapata could 
arrange to allow his agents to vote. 

A message from the central bureau of 
information at Mexico City was given out 
by the consulate general's office here to- 
day as follows: 

“ As soon as the first chief waa informed 
of the action of the Aguas Calientes con- 
vention he stated to the convention dele- 
gates that he was disposed to do as he 
had promised and give up his command 
and executive power as soon as the con- 
vention had fixed the form of provisional 
government and arranged for Zapata and 
Villa to give up command of their forces. 

“ Algo he asks that an explanation be 


|made to him of the motives which had 


impelled the convention to decide to ac- 
cept his resignation. 


Call Gutierrez “The Tiger.” 

Gen. Gutierrez is known throughout the 
Constitutionalist army as the “tiger of 
Conception del Oro,”’ from the little town 
between Saltillo and San Luis Potosi 
where he made his home. 

The Constitutionalists’ peace conven- 
tion has been in session at Aguas Calien- 
tes for nearly a month. Last night it 
accepted the resignation of Gen. Carranza 
as first chief of the Constittitionalist 
party. This resignation “was accepted 
unconditionally. Villa resigned at the 
same time from the command of the 
northern division of the army.

From the start the contest in Illinois 
has furnished a deal of excitement to the 
public, principally because of the can- 
didacy of Roger Sullivan for the senator- 
ship, and the unusually large number of 
old ‘guard Republicans; : including Uncle 
Joe Cannon, who are trying to “‘ come 
back.”’ 

One of the principal subjects of dispute 
in the campaign appears to be whether 
President Wilson admires Roger Sullivan 
and desires his election. Agsthe yoters go 
to the polls this question is still in a specu- 
lative stage. 

Summing up the attitude of the White 
House toward Sullivan, one finds that 
some high officials of the administration 
have supported Sullivan, that other high 
officials have opposed’ him, andithat Presi- 
dent Wilson has studiously avoided going 
on record either for or against the can- 
didate. 


Is a Remarkable Campaign. 

The election today is distinguished by 
many unusual features, and brings to a 
close one of the most remarkable polit- 
ical campaigns in American history. 
Never before have the people beheld can- 
didates for the United States senate, long 
the bulwark of corporation rule, going 
up and down the country intent upon win- 
ning the confidence of the voters, instead 
of manipulating legislatures. Never be- 
fore—in the memory of this generation, 
at least~has a foreign war vroduced so 
profound an influence upon a political 
contest. 

In addition, the rivairy of the parties 
has been complicated by unusual local 
issues, such as hinge upon the liquor 
traffic, religious prejudice, enfranchise- 
ment 0? women, and the proposal! of legis- 
lative reforms ranging all the way from 
the establishment of state insurance to 
the abolition of the death penalty. 


Three Ring Attraction. 

Many of these unusual aspects de- 
veloped early in the campaign leading up 
to the first general plebiscite since the in- 
auguration of the Wilson administration. 
Cok. Roosevelt was abroad vigorously de- 
nouncing the political bosses, the demon 
rum, the Democratic tariff, and the Bryan 
peace treaties, while he strove to hold the 
Progressive party together. The friends 
and foes of rum and the women suffra- 
gists were active in many states, and’ the 
religious issue was being fanned into flame 
in half a dozen sections of the country. 
The campaign began to offer all the varied 

attractions of a circus with three rings 
and two platforms, not to mention the 
aerial wonders and the side show. 
_ The Republicans were making headway 
in teaching the people to blame Demo- 
cratic tariff reduction for the “hard 
times,"’ which seemed to be getting 
harder, and to condemn the administra- 
tion for extravagance, sectional legisia- 
_ tion, destruction of civil service, and other 
shortcomings. 


‘Then War “Butted In.” 

Col. Roosevelt and the Republicans were 
making progress and the Democratic 
leaders were becoming worried when sud- 
denly the European bombshell burst. 
Instantly Col. Roosevelt was swept off 
the first page of the newspapers, and 
folks, gripped by the war excitement. 
almost forgot an election was at hand, 
Then ensued anxiety concerning the well 
being of America in the midst of war. 
When people regained their composure 
they found the Democrats extolling the 
peace efforts of President Wilson, blam- 
ing the war for “ hard times,” and call- 
ing upon the voters to continue Demo- 
cratic control of congress in order that 
the president might find harmonious sup- 
port in dealing wth the delicate problems 
produced by the foreign conflict. 

Unquestionably the Democrats bene- 
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war, and the Republican and Progres- 
sive opposition saw their “ issues ’’ fiz- 
zling out. 

Not till the war tax bill was brought 
forward by the administration did the 
hopes of the opposition begin to revive. 
A decided setback was given the Demo- 
cratic cause by the demand of the ad- 
mnistration for a levy of $100,000,000 
emergency taxes while the party leaders 
in congress were attempting to drive 
through the $93,000,000 pork barrel river 
and harbor appropriation bill. This at- 
tempted steal finally was frustrated by 
the Republicans. 

From the time the bill paseed the Re- 
publicans began gaining ground! in the 
campaign, and the Democrats, from Pres- 
ident Wileon down, were placed on the 
defensive for the first time since the out- 
break of the war turned the tide in their 
favor.

“ No officeholder in the state performs 
duties which touch more Closely the very 
home life of the people. 

“The assemblyman may give or take 
away the children’s, playgrounds, their 
schools, and repeal the laws which safe- 
guard their health; he has the power to 
deny cities the right to establish tuber- 
culosis hospitals, to build municipal coli- 
seums, and to grant pensions to school 
teachers, policemen, and firemen. The 
legislator says whether or not a city shall 
have docks and harbors for its shipping, 
whether street cars shall traverse its 
streets, and fixes the periods and terms 
under which franchises may be granted 
traction corporations. 


Assembly Makes City Laws. 

“It avails a city nothing to pass or- 
dinances for the sanitary handling of 
foodstuffs and for pure milk if a bad legis- 
lature is elected which may nullify these 
laws. 

“It is the legislature that determines 
how long a woman shall work each day 
and what occupations she may engage in. 
It is the legislature that says when and 
where children may labor and what safety 
appliances shall. be installed in the fac- 
tories to safeguard workers. 

“ The legislature is the head of the big 
government family of Illinois. It desig- 
nates what powers the lesser members of 
the government family—the county, the 
city, and the echool district—shall have. 
It may fix salaries and terms of office for 
every public servant, 


Legislature Can Lower Taxes. 

“ Recently the citizenship has been in- 
terested in pledging nominees for certain 
offices to accept smaller salaries than the 
law provides and to refrain from taking 
the interest on public money. By one act 
the legislature may lower these salaries 
and forbid public officials pocketing the 
interest on public funds, 

“ With the enactment of the law pro- 
viding for the popular election of the 
United States senators the state legis- 
lature virtually has become a nonpolitical 
body, so far as its duties ‘are concerned. 
The people now may insist upon the elec- 
tion of legislators that will have for their 
sole purpose the enactment of laws de- 
sired by the citizens of the state. Po- 
litical considerations should be elimineted 
in selecting the assemblymen tomorrow. 


Points to Short Ballot Way. 

“If the voters of Illinois want the 
state sonstitution modernized; if they 
Wanta short ballot; if »they want 
local self-government; if they want 
efficient administration of state, county, 
and township governmental offices; if 
they want modern primary and election 
laws; if they want unimportant hcal 
offices consolidated and useless ones abol- 
ished, and finally, if they want relief 
from present high taxes, they should eléct- 
a clean and able body of men to the 
assembly.

Criticism of several county officials is 
contained in “ A Study of Cook County,” 
issued yesterday. The pamphlet created 
a stir in the county building. Coroner Pe- 
ter M. Hoffman in effect demanded its 
suppression. It probably will be altered 
in some particulars. . 
The title page of the book conveys the 
impression that it was published by the 
county board, The ‘* copy " was prepared 
under the direction of Miss Anna E. Nich- 
oles, secretary of the civil service com- 
mission. 

An introductory note by President A. A. 
McCormick says the study is dedicated to 
the voters with the hope of promoting 
“an intelligence among citizens concern- 
ing county problems that will prove a 
corrective and incentive to county offi- 
cials in the performance of their duties 
and that will demand progressive admin- 
istration.” 


What Roused Hoffman. 
Mr. Hoffman was incensed by the fol- 
lowing passage: 
‘In the coronet’s office the most sert- 
ous need for reform is connected with 
the extensive use of ‘ professional * jurors 
in inquests, the universal traffic in jurors’ 
certificates, and the use of transcripts of 
evidence furnished by the public service 
corporations.”’

Arm Broken in Fifth Round. 

Wolgast claims that he broke the arm 
in the fifth round, although none of those 
at the ringside saw him display any 
sign of pain in that session. He says the 
blow that caused the break landed on one 
of Welsh’s elbows, and that he was able 
to use the arm in the sixth and seventh 
rounds, but could not raise it from his 
side when he made an effort at the start 
of the eighth round. The pommeling the 
Michigan boy received in the eighth was 
fierce, for he could not liftethe injured 
member to protect himself from the 
strong attack of the champion. 

Both boys weighed in at 135 pounds at2 
o'clock, this notch being easy for both. 

Welsh started the first round with two 
left jabs delivered in quick succession. 
They closed in. Wolgast played for the 
stomach, sending a hard right to Welsh’s 
short ribs. Welsh then straightened 
away and forced Wolgast to a neutral 
corner, sending over four. straight 
punche¢s in rapid succession to the face, 
but Wolgast covered up well. Wolgast 
kept boring in, and, placing his head on 
Welsh’s shoulder, rained ehort hooks to 
Welgh’s stomach. In the clinches Welsh 
held Wolgast’s glove. 


Wolgast Keeps on Top of Foe. 

Welsh tried to keep Wolgast away with 
fast straight lefts to the face in the sec- 
ond round, but Ad. kept stepping in close. 
Finally, Wolgast tore himself away and 
drove a hard left to the pit of Welsh’'s 
stomach. Welsh could not kéep Wolgast 
away, and the Michigan boy kept boring 
in, finally landing a hard right uppercut 
to Welsh’s chin. The champion tried to 


box at long range, but Wolgast kept on: 


top of him and shot over two hard left 
swings, which landed high and did no 
damage. 

Wolgast rushed out of his corner as soon 
as the bell rang in the third round, but 
Welsh sidestepped and Ad. missed. Welsh 
then stood off and jabbed a left to the 
forehead. Wolgast came back with aatiff 
left and right to the face. The champion 
then got his left working in fine precision 
and landed five stiff lefts in quick succes- 
sion to Wolgast’s face. Wolgast tore in 
and planted a stiff left to the body, for 
which Welsh returned a right’ uppercut. 
They were fighting furiously, Welsh 
crossing over a left and right in quick 
succession. Welsh’s judgment of dis- 
tance was particularly fine and he never 
missed a punch. Wolgast went to his cor- 
ner with his lips bleeding. 


Welsh Loses Smile. 

Both missed swings at the opening of 
the fourth chapter. When they came 
to close quarters Welsh hooked over a 
short left and right hook to the face. 
Wolgast retaliated with a left to the 
stomach. After the champion had been 
tantalizing Wolgagt with long range jabs 
Wolgast managed to shoot in a left to the 
stomach. Wolgast took the smile off 
Welsh's face with a terrific left to the pit 
of the stomach. When Wolgast retired 
to his corner he carried a slight cut over 
his right eye. .

league umpires, died this afternoon at 
the home of his sister, Mrs. W. B. Ward, 
in this city. He was 52 years old. Sheri- 
dan returned from the east three weeks 
ago ailing from a sunstroke received in 
Chicago in August which caused him to 
come west before the season closed. He 
had been sinking ever since and the end 
came peacefully at 4:30 p.m. Sheridan 
was conscious to the end. 


CAREER OF SHERIDAN. 

Baseball loses a conspicuous figure and 
@ stanch defender in the death of John 
¥. Sheridan, dean of umpires. More than 
thirty years of his life were devoted by 
the veteran to the national pastime, frst 
as player and then as arbiter. Illness 
which incapacitated him during the last 
fortnight of the season of 4914 kept him 
from rounding out his thirty-first year of 
almost continuous service. He made the 
round the world trip with the Comiskey 
tourists last winter. 

Sheridan was a native of Illinols, born 
in Decatur, but has made his winter resi- 
dence in recent years in San José, Cal., 
where his brother is in business. The 
veteran umpire’s baseball career began 
in 1884 as second baseman for the Reno 
team of San Francisco. In the following 
year he played in Chattanooga and oc- 
casionally acted as Southern league um- 
pire. In .1886 Sheridan..concluded his 
forte lay in arbitrating rather than play- 
ing, and for four years he umpired in the 
California league. He-cast his lot with 
the Brotherhood league in 1890, returning 
to the coast league after the war. The 
National league obtained Sheridan’s serv- 
ices in 1892, but the following season he 
was in the Southern league. ;

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MORE WAR TAXES 


SUBTREASURIES NOT TO BE 
MERGED IN RESERVE BANKS. 


Secretary McAdoo Decides Against 
Plan Proposed by Irving Shuman 
of Chicago—Bankers Object. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—[Special. }]— 
After six months’ deiiberation Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo has practically 
decided not to adopt the plan suggested 
by Irving Shuman, subtreasurer at Chi- 
cago, for the merging of United States 
subtreasuries with. the district reserve 
banks in the federal reserve system. 

The factor of prime importance which, 
it is understood, has operated to make 
it practically certain that the subtreas- 
ury will not be done away with, ar even 
reduced to any extent in operations, is 
that the federal reserve banks are only 
quasi-public institutions, In the opinion 
of many bankers the reserve bank sys- 
tem is a privatesinstitution, the stock.of 
the reserve banks being owned by the 
national banks. The influence of the gov- 
ernment, although powerful through the 
privileges the government has conferred 
on the system, is considered indirect and 
chiefly regulatory. 

The question of whether the reserve in- 
stitution is a part of the government or 
not is now in the hands of the depart- 
ment of justice for decision. 

It is therefore considered absolutely es- 
sential that the government retain its 
own system of handling the billions in 
gold and silver coin and currency for 
which it is responsible.

EST is so essential to beauty and 
health that every woman should 
see that her bedroom is a restful 
place.
